Fierce sectarian hatreds among tne people, awakened to a new 
life by the blood spent Jast week, are to be dealt with by muni- 
cipal authorities who have shown their eatire unfitness to govern 
ata time of danger. For months to come there can be no secu- 
rity for peace in Belfast except in the power of the general 
Government, eotiog through an able military officer with a strong 
force et his command.

This provision will preserve such sentences from disregard 
or depreciation. In the next place, although the convict is not de- 
prived of hope nor left without a motive for reformation, the limits 
of bis opportunities are materially contracted and immoveably 
@xed. А judge who concigas в man to а term of penal servitude 
wi now keow thet the convict will infallibly pess nine months 
of that term ба separato confinement, and three-fourths of the re- 
melader іп hard labour on разйо works, Possibly the sentence 
will be inflicted to the very letter, but it will undoubtedly and іп 
every once bo inflicted thus far. Oomseqnently the lightest sentence 
of penal servitede kuowa to the law will cortalaly carry with it 
nime months of solitary imprisonment, amd apwards of three years’ 
herd leboar besides. Мо merits or cajclery om tho part of the pri- 
soner can release him from this fate. So far he must work out his 
lot without hope or expectation. But there is another innovation 
on the present system. ‘General good conduct,” or, in other 
words, an adaptation of behaviour to the conditions of prison life, 
bes hitherto constituted a onrrency with which в prisoner might 
purchase his freedom. This medium will be по longer 
recognised in such transactions. Good behaviour) {will be 
as indispensable as before, but it will not be reckoned

The defendant pleaded—firet, that she aud the 
plaintiff did not agree to marry ; second, that she did not neglect 
and refase; but that a reasonable time had not elapsed ; and fourth, 
that the plaintiff was not ready and willing. Therefore issue was 
joined Тһе plaintiff claimed £1,000 da nages.

Public report greatly 
exaggerated his wealth. He left home but rarely, and had always 
guns and swords at hand.

Tue fcllowing interestirg letter from the pen of Mr. Frank Buck- 
land appears in the Times :—' Those who are unfortunarely oblized 
to s'ay in London at this time of year may possibly lik to know 
that швоу additions have recently been made to the Zoological 
Gardens, tegent’s-park. Mr. Гоопрзоо, the head keeper. not long 
since took out with him to India а covsigament of fallow deer 
American rheas pheasants, peafowl, Calitoroisn quails, various 
kinds of ducks, «2, and landed them at Calcutta witüout в siegle 
;eath. He has l«tely returned from Calcutta, being rg tack with 
«qual suce-as a large number of rare and valuable animals, which 
are presented to the Zoological Society by the Ваооо ksjenda Mal- 
lick, Mr. A Grote, and Mr. W. Dunn. A list of these Mr. Bartlett, 
the resident superintendent, has given me; they are three fiue speci- 
mens ot young rhinoceros, one rhinoceros hornbill, two concave 
casqued horubil’s, gre»n-necked peafowl from Burmah, sundry very 
handsome Indian pheasants, besides other emaller birds, and two 
very large tortoises. Une rhinoceros has been sent to the Dublin 
Zo logical Sosiety, the other two are in perfect health aud condition, 
though the original rbinoceros is somewhat j »alous of the attentions 
the iilnstrious strangers гео те from visitors. The height of the 
male rhinoceros is 4 feet 8 inches, of the female 4 feet; the length 
of the male 9 feet В inches, of the ‘female 9 feet 4} inches; the 
girth of each being aboat 8 feet. One of the tortoises 1s в gigantio 
specimen, ite weight being about 122158, and ita gir 6 feet It 
seems very active and lively this warm wea'her. The large horn- 
bills, which are placed close to the pelicane, are magnificent birds, 
and well worthy observation Besides these Indian creatures the 
visitors should examine the little chamois, which has lately been 
boru in the gardens; it is about the shape and siz» of a small kid, 
and, althongh жо young, is nearly as active ва its mother. In the 
curious house which the beaver has constracted for itself, Mr. 
Bartlett informa me that the mother has laid up а nest of young, 
one of which owme out for the firet time into the pond on Saturday 
last; another having died іп the nest some days ago, the parents 
brought it out and laid it on the bank. 1 had hoped to have been 
ablo to repart that the new contained a very large sturgeon, 
for on Tuesday last Mr. H. J. В Hancock and Mr. Bartlett, learning

He foond а most tremendous wound in the back, between 
the blade-bove, entering the cavity of the chest. The lungs were 
expo-ed, and her skull was fractnred He had no doubt iu eaying 
that the decossed was just prior to her death іп в state of temporary 
Hd nity. 

аси Sams said he was ап engine-driver in the employ of the 
Great Northern Railway, and on the Thursday drove the express 
traiu from Hatfield that was due in London at four o'clook iu the 
afrernoov. He was driving, at the rate of between forty and forty- 
five miles per hour. After he passed Bell Bar, which is а telegraph 
station, he saw а woman sitting on the baliast near the metals 
She was on Ше outside of the up-line. Не еп o; ened the whistle 
to warn her to get out of the metale. Нә was about 150 or 200 
yards from her when he first saw her.

TERRIBLE HUR3ICANE IN THE SOUTH SEA. 


| Tux Glasgow Herald publishes e letter from ® young mem describing 


a terrible storm which overtook the Оошвбега of Besfield, s in 
which he bad taken p for Canterbury, New Z^alend. e 
writer saye: —“ Oa the 27th of April, when sboat 3.000 miles from 
New Zealand, we encountered a very heavy ef wind, acoom- 
panied with a tremendous see. Abomt the ship was 
pooped by а heavy sea, whioh carried sway the wheel, binnacle, 
and cabin companion ‘Phis sea also stowe in the mate’s house on 
deck. The third mate, carpenter, and а midshipman were asleep 
im the house at the time; they, however. managed te escape from 
it, and rushed down into our eabim. Тһе first mate and ап sble 
Seaman were at the wheel when the сөз struck her. The mate 
was knocked head foremost through the ош тъга, but, strange to 
he wee washed op deok again by the sea. The other man was 
thrown ieto t^e gig, end төгу severely burt on the rigbt hand. 
Immediately after chia the взір was leid to under close reefed main- 
topsail Tee wind naow Мет s fearful hurricane, the sea тап 
mecuataine bigh, and the sky waa as black as ink—every other 
minute the ses swept completely over the vessel, completely burying 
her іп water. The ship lay to very well during the night, but 
about half-past five in the morning the relieving tackle of the 
rudder gave way, and Г believe there was no one on the poop to 
secure itagsin. In cozsequence of this the ship at once fell into 
the trough ot the ees, and in a few minutes her decks were swept 
by в most terrific ses which carried away the house on deck 
which the mən lived, t.» galley, all our boats, bul warks, and main- 
rail.
